Washington, March IS.—The event of 


Thursday in official circles was the is- 
sue of an order for the formation of a 
new squadron of naval vessels to be 
• tutioned at Hampton roads. 
The 


squadron in the beginning will consist of 
five ships, all the best of their types. 
Two of them, the battleships Massachu- 
setts and Texas, are withdrawn from 
the present North Atlantic fleet at Key 
West and Tortugras. It would be a grax-e 
mistaks to suppose that in ordering this 
movement the navy department is ani- 
mated by any purpose of yielding to 
representations or intimations that may 
have come from the Spanish minister 
as to the mischief caused by the gather- 
ing of so larte a naval force as Admiral 
Sicard's tleet in the vicinity of Cuba. 
On the contrary, the formation of the 
new squadron was brought about by 
purely 
strategic 
considerations, al- 


though it appears from the nature of 
the force so far under orders to ren- 
dezvous at Hampton roads that this 
strategy is of the defensive nature. 


The new squadron cannot be called a 


"flying squadron" because the associa- 
tion of heavy battleships with fleet 
cruisers like the Brooklyn. Columbia 
and Minneapolis reduces the available 
speed of the whole to the speed of the 
slouest vessel, and the squadron could 
not do much "flying" in the naval sense. 
The indications rather are thai when 
reinforced by some smaller cruisers the 
squadron will constitute an ideal naval 
defense. 
For the past two months in- 


fluences have been at work to brlnK 
about this change. 
Although other 


ships to be added to the squadron have 
not yot been definitely salected, it is 
surmised that they will include some of 
th* battleships at. Key West and the 
New York, in which case Admiral Sicard. 
it is believed, will command the new 
forces. 
In place of the New York, the 


people of Key West will look upon the 
grim outline* of the bin monitor, Puri- 
tan, supposedly the moht powerful ship 
in smooth water in the world.

that It has been determined to bring the 
battleship Oregon around South Amer- 
ica to Key West. 


The department has issued orders that

now with her enormous latent resources 
and mechanical and engineering facili- 
ties. An Anglo-American alliance would 
be the most powerful factor in the world 
for peace and the development of com- 
merce."

United States going to war. Lord Beres- 
ford remarked: "If she ever does, no 
matter what happens at the beginning. 
she must eventually win, because of. the 
enthusiasm and intense patriotism of 
her people."

•Washington. March 18.—Senator Proc- 


tor, of Vermont, who returned last Sun- 
day froin ah extended trip to and 
through Cuba, made a statement Thurs- 
day to the senate of his observations on 
tht Island. From many viewpoints it 
was remarkable. The report evidently 
had been carefully prepared. Every ele- 
ment of sensationalism had been studi- 
ously eliminated and. except so far as the 
facts recited were sensational, it bore i:ot 
the slightest evidence of an effort to 
arouse the public mind. Kvery state- 
ment was with that clearness arid pre- 
cigton which characterize the accurate 
demonstration of a problem in mathe- 
matics. Calm and dispassionate to a 
notable degree, the utterances of the 
senator aroused a breathless Interest, 
every person within the sound of his 
voice being .convinced that he was put- 
ting his observations into careful terms 
lest he might subject himself to the 


Havana all U changed. It is cot peace, 
Uor Is it war. It Is desolation and dis- 
tress, misery and starvation. .Every 
town and village Is surrounded by a 
trocha (trench), a sort of ritte pit. but 
constructed on a plan new to rne, the 
dirt being thrown up on the Inside and a 
barbed wire fence on the outer side of 
the trench.

They 
are virtually prison yards and like 
one in general appearance, except the | 
walls are not so high and strong: but 
they suf.Hce. where every point is iri 
range of a soldier's rifle, to keep in the 
poor reconcentrado women and children. 
There are frequent blockhouses enclosed 
by a trocha and with a guard along the 
railroad track. With 
this exception. 


there is no human life or habitation be- 
tween these fortified towns and villages. 
and throughout the whole of the four 
western provinces, except to a very 
limited extent among the hills, where the 
Spaniards have not been able to go and 
drive the people to the towns and burn 
their dwellings, ] saw no house or hut 
in the 400 miles of railroad rides from 
Pinar del Hio province in the west across 
the full width of Havana and Matanzas 
provinces, and to Sagua la Grande on 
the north shore and to Cienfuegoson the 
south shore of Santa Clara, except with- 
in the Spanish trochas.
